Nearly 50 years ago, as a chorister, Stanley Marchant, with 
a well-trained, pure and very flexible treble voice, began his 
professional career by accepting Dr. G. R. Sinclair's invitation 
to sing at the Three Choirs' Festival at Hereford, winning golden 
opinions. "This success is still remembered by some of the older 
of our well-known musicians. When his beautiful voice broke 


` he, in his early teens, studied the Organ, with the result that he 


was very soon appointed Organist of the Parish Church at Kemsing 
in Kent, where his personal charm and musical abilities secured 
for him the entrée into a cordial and cultured circle. 


On competing at the Royal College of Organists for the R.A.M. 
Goss Scholarship, he completely satisfied the pundits sitting in 
judgment, one of whom asked him to a kin the Test a minor’ 
3rd lower. ‘To the delight of them all, this was ‘ done to a turn ? ! 


Swift and sure was his progress as a student, taking in his 
stride two Prizes: Battison Haynes (composition) and Robert 
Newman (organ). In due course he filled responsible organ 
appointments such as: Christ Church, Newgate St., and St. 
Peter’s, Eaton Square, keeping up, wherever he went, the highest 


* musical standards. The summit of his career, as a Church 


musician, was reached when, in 1927, he was appointed Organist 
of St. Paul's Cathedral, having already worked there for about 
20 years, first as second assistant to Sir George Martin, and, 
from 1916, as Sub-Organist under Dr. Charles Macpherson. By 


‘this time he had a wide experience and a profound knowledge of 


choir training, which enabled him to maintain and even enhance 
the glorious musical traditions of the Cathedral, where one never 
failed to hear a faultless interpretation of the finest ecclesiastical 
music of all periods. | 
During a life strenuously and unselfishly devoted to the best 
interests of his profession and of his colleagues, particularly those 
who had yet to make their way in the world of music, he häs 
occupied, among many offices, that of: Professor of Organ 
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R.A.M. ; President of R.C.O. ; President of the Incorporated 
Society of Musicians ; President R.A.M. Club ; President of 
the Incorporated Society of Organists ; Professor of Music, 
London University, Examiner at other Universities, etc. 


Those who enjoy the privilege of close association with Dr. 
Marchant will not need to be told that .he is endowed with a. 
sterling character: Unusually modest, with a gentle persistence, 
patient, wide-minded, affectionate, and loyal to the nth. His 
many pupils too, know well how generous he is in excusing 
mistakes, but able to detect the plausible at a glance. He is 
ever ready to applaud the conscientious, encourage the diffident, 
stimulate the slow or reprove the wayward, and he has a special 
power of penetrating to essentials which inspires confidence. 
With such qualities and exceptional artistic gifts, it was no wonder 
that he was chosen by the Authorities for the Principalship. 
The wisdom of their choice has been confirmed again and again, 
and he has already proved himself worthy of his eminent prede- 
cessors. 


On accepting this high position he was obliged to give up 
St. Paul’s, where he left behind him the happiest memories 
mingled with many regrets, and although he brought with him 
the distinctions of C.V.O. and Organist Emeritus, to leave his 
majestic organ, renowned choir and comfortable home in Amen 
Court must have been a terrible wrench. But as the Principal 
of a great Educational Institution his influence has now greater. 
scope than ever before. 


In 1942 his own University, recognizing his fine record, 
conferred on him the degree of M.A. Oxon (by Decree of the 
House), but the outstanding recognition came this year, when 
H.M. the King awarded him the honour of Knighthood. These 
two striking tributes, one from a great seat of learning, and the 
other from His Majesty have given true gratification to all his 
colleagues and countless friends. 


For lack of space this brief statement of hard facts must now 
end, but not before we all offer to Sir Stanley and Lady Marchant 
our warm and sincere congratulations. 
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oe Students and Staff alike deeply appreciate What: 
Sir Stanley has done and is doing for our beloved R.A. M., adding 
to its grand musical history of the past 121 years. They would 
like now to emphasize their esteem and gratitude for his never- 
failing kindness and sympathetic consideration. Under his 


leadership they are with him heart and soul, and will faithfully 
follow and work for the highest: interests of their art. 


Finally, we wish to express our fervent hope that he may, for 
many years, be given health and strength to go forward, not only 
with his exacting and important work at the R.A.M., but also 
with those other essential duties in the world of music which he 


fulfils with such conspicuous ability.

Mr. Waleen then spoke on behalf of all present and voiced 
the affection in which the Principal was held by the whole Pro- 
fessorial Staff. He also read a list of those who were unavoidably 
absent—many on active service—and mentioned the names of 
veterans such as Henry Beauchamp and Tobias Matthay all of 
whom he included in the happy tribute he paid to the leadership 
and personal qualities of their chief. He then presented to Sir 
Stanlev a water-colour drawing by Wilson Steer, O.M., together 
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with an album containing the signatures of subscribers, and to 
Lady Marchant a handbag “as a souvenir with our love.” 


A musical interlude followed. The ‘‘ Tenterden Street 
Quartet ”—a newly formed ensemble of Spencer Dyke, Rowsby 
Woof, James Lockyer and Herbert Waleen—played a quartet 
“ attributed to Dr. Crotch ” which gradually became apparent 
as an introduction to “‘ For he’s a jolly good fellow,” which was 
sung with the gusto befitting such an occasion and. with the 
tonal effect proper to such a place. 


Sir Stanley Marchant, who was greeted with acclamation, 
in thanking Mr. Waleen and the whole assembly said that honours 
which came unsought were always pleasing, but what meant 
much more to Lady Marchant and himself was the regard and © 
affection of their friends which had been so amply and warmly 
demonstrated. He felt that though he himself “ took the bow,” 
in reality the honour was one in which the whole Academy shared. 
He would also stress the fact that the ‘‘ family feeling ” of which 
they were all so conscious that afternoon reflected the happy 
spirit which pervaded the R.A.M. 


Later in the evening a group of six organist friends of the 
Principal who have been collectively associated with him in a 
most intimate degree since his boyhood met at the R.A.M. to 
entertain him and Lady Marchant to supper. The amity of the 
gathering was enhanced by the presence of the wives of several 
of the hosts and the menu, with its components gathered from 
sources having long and happy associations for the distinguished 
guests, was a cause of amusement, wonder and pleasurable antici- 
pation to all.. Lord Woolton would have chuckled and marvelled 
but not objected! Here was indeed the hand of genius in plan- 
ning and execution. It need hardly be said that the Academy 
kitchen and house staffs performed their obbligato parts obviously 
con amore with the happiest results, and a Red Letter Day was 
added to the Calendar of the Posterity of Jubal.

Ben Davies—as he was always known—was born near. 


Swansea in 1858. Endowed with a voice of rare guality he 
gained many successes at Eisteddfodau and a prize at Swansea 


-= in 1877 enabled him to enter the R.A.M. He studied there until ' 


1881 under Fiori and Randegger and'acguired a method, style 
and power of interpretation which placed him in the front rank 
of singers, a position which he retained for nearly 50 years. Whilst 
a student he gained the Evill Prize in 1880 and the Parepa-Rosa 
in 1881 and after an R.A.M. performance of Faust the Carl Rosa 
Opera Company offered him an engagement to sing regularly in 
opera. His debut was made at Birmingham in The Bohemian 
Girl in 1881. In 1887 he joined the company playing Cellier’s 


Dorothy at the Prince of Wales’s Theatre and sustained the part ` 


of Geoffrey Wilder for more than two years. In 1891 he appeared 


in Sullivan's Ivanhoe which ran for 150 nights and he took part 
also in operas by Goring Thomas, Mackenzie and Stanford. 


He then turned to the concert platform and from the nineties up 
to the Great War and after was in great demand at provincial 
festivals, in oratorio generally and notably at the Handel Festiva 
at the Crystal Palace. | 


His performance of such things as Behold and see, Deeper 
and deeper still ; Waft her, angels and Total Eclipse were—and 
are still -unsurpassed in technique and significance, and the 
ease of his style and vocal delivery, which he retained even up 
till his eightieth birthday, (when he sang Onaway ! awake, beloved 
at a dinner given in celebration) was a striking demonstration of 
the efficacy of his training and of the skill and care with which 
he had always used his voice, Students and others who were 
present at the R.A.M. when he distributed the prizes a few years 
ago will not have forgotten his amusing reminiscences of operatic 
performances at» Tenterden Street in which he took part in the 
eighties nor tis. sterling advice to young nae a “ Learn to 
sing properly in English first.” 
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He married, in 1885, Miss Clara Perry with whom he had 
been associated under Carl Rosa and they then both severed 
their connection with the company. He was elected A.R.A.M. 
in 1881 and F.R.A.M. in 1906. |

Michael joined the Army directly on the outbreak of 
war and when killed was serving as Intelligence Officer 
of his battalion of the K.R.R.C. Throughout his military 
career he showed the same intense enthusiasm and keen- 
ness that prompted everything he evér did. His Com- 
manding Officer has confirmed this and spoke of him as 
being absolutely fearless. 

While at the Academy he made many friends ; he 
was so human and so full of life. He gave promise too, 
of being an excellent conductor, a fact which is borne cut 
in that John Barbirolli had offered to take him as pupil 
and assistant after the war, which speaks for itself. 

His knowledge of music was wide and varied and his 
criticisms most sound. His musical ambition was to make 
others appreciate and share his love of Elgar’s music. 

He was killed in the break through at El Alamein— 
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and I am certain that Micky would have felt that his sacri- 
fice had not been in vain, for having set his course he 
never once deviated from what he felt and knew to be his 


duty. 


From a Prisoner of War 


The following extract has been received from an ex-student 
desiring to remain anonymous whose husband is a prisoner of 
war. She says it is a wonderful proof of how prisoners are 
keeping up their spirits. ? 

Dec. 6, 1942. 
` “ We are having quite fun trying to get up carols 

for a carol Service on the 20th ; I’m running it more or 

less. Unfortunately we’ve not got proper music for 

most of them and so have to thumb it out on the piano 
with much discussion. Ising the tune I think it is-—Col. 

Young thumbs it out on the piano and I mark the notes 

rapidly down on a bit of paper, then hand it to him and 

he puts some sharps or flats (or both !) in the signature 

to give the thing an air (or tone). ‘Then I take a sharp 

pencil and divide the whole thing up into bars about half 

an inch long and allot marks (two out of two, three out of 

four, or sometimes full ;narks 4-4, in the margin) decide 

if it is to be a snake or an ear and then we are ready for the 

first trial run which is very exciting. Any note that is not 

right is an accidental, which we class as happy and un- 
happy ones ; the happy ones we mark with a lozenge and 

the unhappy ones we rub out and do again ; then comes 

the second trial which is sometimes quite reminiscent and 

we are practically ready to slam in the words and try it on 

the dog. Anyway we get a lot of fun out of it. Could 

you please send me some part songs for male voices, or a 

really good song book, also some carols for next Christmas 

or Easter as that’s certain to end this war,—as you can 

imagine the above process is a bit laborious.” -
